Local Stargazer’s 1979 Discovery 
Making National Headlines Again 


by Kyle Lantz 

Swanton resident Gus 
Johnson has received na- 
tional media attention re- 
cently for a discovery he 
made over 30 years ago. 
Johnson, now 72, is a self- 
taught astronomy enthusiast 
who in 1979 first noticed the 
explosion of a star nearly 50 
million light years away. The 
sighting of this supernova, 
which gained Johnson me- 
dia attention at the time, has 
become significant again, as 
scientists now believe it to be 
their first look at the birth of 
a black hole 

Johnson's supernova, SN 
1979C, named for the year 
of its discovery, is the near- 
est object of its kind and will 
allow observers the world 
over to gather new informa- 
tion. Though astronomers 
understand how black holes 
form, nobody had ever ob 
served it actually happening 
in the wake of a supernova 
until now 

As a Star dies the core 
falls in on itself and the outer 
layers of the star are blown 
off in a massive explosion 
called a supernova. Super-

novas are bright enough 
that they can outshine the 
galaxies they are in for 
weeks at a time. These ex- 
ploding stars do not always 
form black holes, but when 
they do they become objects 
sO massive their gravity can 
prevent even light from es- 
caping 

When asked about the 
supernova and the exploding 
Star's subsequent transition 
into a black hole, the mod- 
est Johnson felt compelled 
to remind the public that 
it was the French astrono- 
mer duo of Charles Messier 
and Pierre Mechain who in 
1781 discovered the galaxy 
(M100) which contained his 
supernova 

In fact this galaxy so fas 
cinated Johnson that he had 
been pointing his telescopes 
in its direction regularly 
1967. This might ex. 
plain his ability to recognizé 
instantly the addition of one 
small white dot in the night 
Sky 

Stargazing through an 
8-inch reflector telescope 
on that April night in 1979, 
Johnson noticed something 
a bit different about M100 
“I did not remember secing 
that star before,” Johnson 
recalls 

After he recognized what 
he assumed was a super 
nova, Johnson did not im 
mediately inform others of 
his discovery, but waited 
another night to confirm his 
findings. After he contact 
ed a group of astronomers 
in Cambridge, Mass 
networked with two othe:

Extension Educator Offers Advice To 
Landowners Before Leasing To Drillers 


by Glenn lolbert 

Since 2007, more than 
100,000 of Garrett Coun 
ty acres have been qu! 
etly leased for natural gas 
production, since the 
process now commonly re 
ferred t fracking pi 
vides a method of harvesting 
natural gas from the Mar 
cellus shale that is sitting 
underneath much of the 
county 

The stakes can be very 
high. National media re 
port that the type of drill 
ing about to occur here can 
bring individual landowners 
anywhere from $5 to $2,000 
per acre 

“T don’t think that anyone 
here is getting that high- 
end money,” said Mikal 
Zimmerman, who should 
know. Working through the 
Maryland Cooperative Ex- 
tension Service, it 1s her job 
to advise landowners who 
are approached by represen 
tatives of natural gas com- 
panies 

Zimmerman’s advice 1s 
fairly straightforward to any 
one finding a natural gas rep 
knocking on their door: “Do 
your research,” she said 
“Talk to your neighbors and 
see what they've been of- 
fered. Do something that |

“We're totally ready for 
anything Mother Nature 
sends us,” Gischlar said. 

Western Maryland — Gar- 
rett, Allegany, and Washing- 
ton counties —received an av- 
erage of 156 inches of snow 
last winter. Garrett County 
alone, however, received 
more than 260 inches. 

Currently, there are 7 
tons of rock and solar (so- 
dium chloride) salt at the 
ready in the three SHA “salt 
barns” located in Garrett 
County. Statewide, there 
are 340,000 tons of the ma- 
terials in 96 barns. Gischlar 
noted that SHA will try to 
restock those supplies after 
every storm. 

Statewide, SHA also 
has 35,000 tons of abra- 
sives (sand, etc.), 60 tons of 
calcium chloride, 675,000 


— 


gallons of salt brine, 50,000 
gallons of magnesium chlo- 
ride, 4,500 gallons of potas- 
sium acetate (used in au- 
tomated bridge anti-icing 
systems), and 3U,0U00 gallons 
of Geo Melt 55 at the ready 
for the 2010-2011 winter 
season 

Gischlar also reported 
that SHA will introduce a 
new “proactive” anti-icing 
strategy in Garrett County 
and elsewhere in the state 
this winter. Prior to or at 
the onset of snow, SHA 
crews will spray salt brine 
(liquid sodium chloride) 
on 1-68, Rt. 219, and Rt. 
40 in order to prevent snow 
and ice from bonding to the 
pavement. 

Gischlar noted that mo- 
torists may be alarmed or 
puzzled to see crews spray 
what appears to be water 
on the road. But this brine 
has a freeze point of -—6° 
F. It costs approximately 
seven cents per gallons to 
produce. 

The fairly new product 
called Geo Melt 55, a de-

Ryan Edward 
Winebrenner’s sentences are 
to run concurrently 

In May, Winebrenner was 
arrested by Maryland State 
Police and charged with 
a burglary of a residence 
along Old New Germany 
Road. The owners reported 
they had been away from 
their residence a short while, 
and when they returned, 
they found a rear door was 
kicked in and various prop- 
erty, including a cross bow 
and prescription medication, 
were taken 

In the second case, a 
man residing in the same 
apartment building as Wine- 
brenner reported that various 
items of his property were 
discovered missing over the 
course of four days in early 
May 

Winebrenner was arrested 
after a variety of witnesses 
gave statements that he had 
sold or attempted to sell to 
them property that was iden- 
tified as the victim's. Mary- 
land State Police troopers 
and criminal investigators 
handled this case also 

Winebrenner had ap- 
peared in court in Septem- 
ber and pleaded guilty to 
the charges. Sentencing was 
held last week after the court 
received a pre-sentence in- 
vestigation report 

In an unrelated case, 
Lash Rocky Larue Lloyd 
Ir.,.33, Oakland, admitted 
to violating his probation in 
two Circuit Court cases. In 
the first, Lloyd was on pro- 
bation after being convicted 
in 2008 of failing to provide 
support to minor children 
Judge Sherbin reimposed the 
one year sentence that was 
previously suspended 

In the second case, Lloyd 
was placed on probation in 
2009 for connecting to cable 
television service without 
authority. At that time of 
conviction, he was sentenced 
to three months in the Gar- 
rett County Jail, with all 
of that sentence suspended 
except for four days. 

After finding Lloyd in vio- 
lation of probation, Sherbin 
reimposed the remainder 
of the suspended sentence 
and ordered that to run con- 
secutively to the one year 
sentence. 

In both cases, Lloyd was 
ordered to pay money, in 
the first for continued child 
support and, in the second, 
as restitution to the cable 
company. He violated his 
probation by failing to make

We all have seen 
different projections of the globe for many decades: [he 
Mercator Projection, for example, is a rectangular map that 
distorts the extreme north and south, making Antarctica 
and Greenland look huge. A polar projection makes them 
look realistic, but the equatorial regions are all messed up 
With modern computer software, you can switch around 
among different projects in an instant 

The exact same thing can be di 
human body.

clearly revealed, said Willard “Bill” Wattenburg, a forme: 
nuclear weapons designer at the Livermore lab.... Watten 
burg says the program is so simple that “a 6-year yuld 
do the same thing with Photoshop.” He said the TSA scan 
ners could be altered so that they “would record an image 
that ... would be totally uninteresting,” but any itially 
dangerous objects would be just as evident as they are now 
Wattenburg said the new TSA machines could be readily 
reconfigured. “It’s probably a few weeks’ modification of 
the program,” he said. “It’s like changing the video card in 
your computer. They just strip out all the coding and put 
the very simple algorithm in. You could teach a kid how 
to do it.” 

The software solution was recognized at Lawrence Liver 
more National Laboratory several years ago (2006), but the 
Department of Homeland Security wasn't mterested unt 
now. It’s a shame that it takes a major public outcry to get 
such a simple correction implemented. It will probably take 
another year for it to come true, because there will have to 
be a cycle comprising: government request-for-proposals 
submission of bids, evaluation by a committee, final sele« 
tion, price negotiations, and awarding a contract. [hat 
entire process, intended to assure that nobody steals a single 
penny, is “standard operating procedure” — and what has 
caused the government to pay $600 for toilet seats 

Meanwhile, I'm sure the terrorists are rolling on the floor 
laughing at the enormous inconvenience being visited upon 
American travelers.

Concerns Grow As Marcellus Shale 
Drillers Prepare To Begin Locally 


Formal filings to drill 
new Marcellus gas wells 
in Garrett County are cx 
pected any day from a com- 
pany whose work locally in 
Pennsylvania has produced 
complaints about damage to 
a water well (see related sto 
ry), and, a new study finds, 
more than 1,000 violations 
of Pennsylvania regulations 
so far this year. The process 
is still new to many Gar- 
rett Countians, with signifi- 
cant revenue being prom- 
ised by drilling companies. 
However, concerns over the 
fracking pro-cess continue 
to grow. 

Another concern 1s com- 
ing to light in that the prin- 
cipal oversight agency in 
charge of approving drill- 
ing, the Maryland Depart- 
ment of the Environment, is 
understaffed, under-funded, 
and limited by outmoded 
regulations. This situation 
is generating new scrutiny 
in Annapolis, as legislators 
prepare for the 2011 legisla- 
tive session 

At least two central 
Maryland delegates are 
known to be drafting legis- 
lation that would call for a 
moratorium on drilling until 
MDE’s mining division in 


Baltimore completes a full 
review of its regulations and 
procedures. But detaus have 
yet to emerge 

“The MDE is working to 
find additional resources,” 
said Lisa Nissley, legislative 
liaison and environmental 


justice coordinator. Nissley 


noted the passage of a bill 
last spring that allows the 
department to impose li- 
censing fees on energy com- 
panies, 

“This would give us the 
revenue needed to hire addi- 
tional inspectors,” she said. 

A fee schedule is yet to 
be announced, she said, but 
would be subject to annual 
revision as the need for new 
inspectors grows with the 
list of proposed wells 

New York's legislature 
just last week approved a 
six-month moratorium on 
drilling, and Gov.-Elect An- 
drew Cuomo campaigned 
On a promise tO rein in 
drilling companies. Con- 
cern about drinking water 
contamination has resulted 
in legislation that would 
effectively ban Marcellus 
drilling in New York City’s 
watershed

Company Damaged His Water Well 


Chief Oil & Gas, the 
lexas-based energy giant 
planning to drill Marcellus 
gas wells in Garrett County, 
agreed this week to seek an 
end to a four-month-long 
dispute with a landown- 
er just across the Garrett 
County line in Pennsylvania 
who claimed that the com- 
pany damaged his water 
well while drilling for gas. 

Edward Cornes, 71, of 
Addison had tried since Au- 
gust to gain a settlement 
from Chief, insisting that his 
80-foot-deep well was “fine” 
until Chief began hydro- 
fracking operations while 
drilling for gas on a farm 
about 4,500 feet away. 

His well, Cornes said, 
became super-pressurized 
and began flowing non-stop 
out of its steel casing. With- 
in hours, he recalled this 
week, his yard and property 
around the house were a 
swampy morass. 

With winter having set 
in, One must walk lightly on 
the snow in Cornes’ yard to 
keep from getting mired. At 
the well, water streams down 
the side of a masonry collar 
and downhill toward what 
he says is his “pride and 
joy,” a three-story 200-year- 
old log home that Cornes 


had moved to this spot, and 
which he personally rebuilt 
in 1Y35 

In the basement, a pump 
in a 12-inch-deep by 30 
inch-wide square works 
overtime, as water runs from 
under the concrete slab and 
fills the hole in less than two 
minutes. Cornes worries 
that soggy ground under the 
slab on which the house sits 
could shift 

In August, Chief dis 
patched a construction 
foreman to see the problem 
on Cornes’ property, and 
proposed — “as an act of 
community service,” said 
Lou Schall, the foreman — to 
bring in heavy equipment to 
dig a trench and divert the 
water so that Cornes’ house 
was not undermined 

“But | wasn’t happy with 
their plan,” said Cornes, 
who didn’t trust that on 
the waterlogged sod such 
excavation could be done 
“without creating a bigger 
problem still.” 

Cornes said that he asked 
for $5,000 to do the work 
himself, adding, “! thought 
it was a fair offer.” 

When Chief rebuffed 
him, Cornes also wrote a

Accident Woman 
Receives Sentence 
For Animal Cruelty 


A 22-year-old Accident 
woman pleaded guilty in 
Garrett County District 
Court this week to two 
counts of animal cruelty 
Related charges against He- 
laina Marie Lamastus were 
dismissed upon her plea 

Judge Leonard Eiswert 
then sentenced her to 90 
days in the Garrett County 
Jail on each charge, to run 
concurrently. Fines of $500 
were also imposed, but sus 
pended, and Lamastus is 
required to pay court costs 

All but two days of the 
sentence was suspended, 
and Lamastus was placed 
on supervised probation for 
18 months. In addition to 
the general conditions of 
probation, Lamastus is also 
required to pay restitution of 
almost $4,400 to the Garrett 
County Humane Society 
for boarding and medical 
treatment, and she is prohib- 
ited from having domestic 
animals at her residence, the 
state's attorney noted 

Lamastus was charged in 
September upon an applica- 
tion to the District Court 
commissioner by officers 
of the Humane Society. On 
Aug. 20, acting on informa- 
tion that a number of ani- 
mals had been abandoned 
at Lamastus’s former resi- 
dence, agents of the Hu- 
mane Society located seven 
dogs inside that were left in 
two wire crates and one dog 
outside on the porch. 

The Humane Society 
members noted conditions 
that included a lack of wa- 
ter, food, adequate space, 
and air. All of the animals 
were seized and provided 
medical treatment.
